The Mine Cave Probism. 


In nine populoun counties of this 


commonwealth the mining < f anthraeits 
eoal Is conducted on a large scale. It 
Is from this region that «ubKtaatially 
all of this valuable fuel for the entire 
country Is p»»duced. When title t" 
these coal measures was acquired It 
carried with It the ownership of the 
surface. 
Later the owners of this 


eoal land sold to others the surface 
rights and over thc«e coal measures 
have sprung up great cities and other 
municipalities. In the removal of this 
coal the safety of life and of property 
en the surface Is seriously menaced. 
Litigation has arisen. The courts bave 
decreed that the right to remove coal 
Is Inherent In the title to the coal 
lands. This, however, does not change 
the fact that the dwellers in these 
cities are increasingly in danger of 
leae of property and even of human 
life by reason of the settling of the 
surface as the coal is removed from 
beneath. It is a question of great im- 
portance. Property rights under law 
are directly at variance with surface 
safety. All the parties In Interest 
sense the gravity of the situation. The 
commonwealth may well take note 
of It and seek some fair and equitable 
adjustment of the difficulty having in 
mind the value of human life and Its 
conservation as well as the rights of 
the owners of the coal. 


Civil Service. 


There Is need for an efficient and 


economic state civil service enactment. 
Until we have this means of securing 
dependable and continuous public serv- 
ice we shall not be able to conduct the 
public business as wisely as ite im- 
portance requires. Too much of the 
time of the executive is taken up with 
the claims and demands of office seek- 
ers. It were better to have this time 
for constructive service, leaving to 
some capable agency created by law 
to secure the best agents for the pub- 
lic service. 


Historic Sites and Markers. 


In this colony and commonwealth 


has been enacted many of the most 
Important parts of our national history. 
Onr state Is rich In sites made sacred 
by the deeds of heroic citizens. All 
these sites should speedily be marked 
to the end that the coming generations 
may knew at what price onr liberties 
have been won end at what sacrifice 
our ancestors here carved from savage 
life and den^e forest a great common- 
wealth. 
We shall thus Increase the 


love and loyalty of our people for our 
great heritage and advance the day 
when all our people by enlightenment 
shall find in the story of Pennsylvania 
a source of sacred pride and gratitude.

Adams in the Matter of having a 
Farm Bureau with resident adviser. 
The Fruit Growers' Association start- 
ed a increment for the Bureau and k 
was stated at their recent convenfiea 
that it was hoped to see the Bureau 
become a fact hi 1917. 


Adams county farmers should hus- 


tle and secure for themselves the ad- 
vantages of such a bureau. The 
county stands high in productiveness 
and should keep shoulder to shoul- 
der with other progressive counties. 


Already in Pennsylvania there ate- 


thirty-six extension representatives 
in different counties. The movemea* 
is a phase of the extension work of 
the agricultural college and is an ef- 
fort to place, in as many counties as 
possible, men with a thorough, prac- 
tical and fundamental knowledge of 
agriculture to co-operate with .the 
farmers 
individually 
and through 


their organizations toward the solu- 
tion of farm problems. Its purpose is 
to make the best agricultural infor- 
mation of the clay, common and ap- 
plied knowledge and combine the 
benefits of practical and theoretical"" 
agriculture. 
The representative be- 


comes a link which more closely con- 
nects the farmer with his experiment 
station. 


The men who serve in this capacity 


dp not pose as knowing all about ag- 
riculture. They serve rather as stu- 
dents and helpers. They spend their 
time studying the farming conditions 
of their' respective counties, bptk 
from the 'standpoint of production 
and of distribution. They study the 
plans, methods and practices and aid 
in improving them when this can be 
done. They bring from farm to farm 
information as to the best methods- • 
practiced by farmers in the different 
localities and the results obtained by ' 
the experiment stations. They stttdy 
the marketing and transportation 
conditions and aid in bettering them 
wherever they can. 


They 
also 
conduct 
countywide - 


movements, such as campaigns fior' 
special purposes. They pay attentwm 
to the upbuilding: of the soil by the 
proper use of spraying materials to 
fertilizers; the testing of seed corn; 
the renovation of old orchards; the 
proper use of spraying materials t* 
prevent depredations by insects aad 
plant diseases; the promotion of the 
livestock industry through the use of 
pure-bred 
sires;

breeding:, the organization 
of ex- 


change bureaus for feeding animals; 
the making of surveys of the crop- 
ping systems, and business manage- 
ment of the farm. 


The men aid in the organization of 


breeders' associations, 
cow testing 


associations and other producing as- 
sociations; the organization of boys'. 
and girls' clubs and contest work im- 
corn, tomatoes, pure-bred livestock, 
etc. The men may be active in pro- 
moting good 
roads, better 
rural 


schools, more social life and better 
conditions in general. 
In ail this 


•work the agents co-operate with the 
existing agricultural organizations. 


The prime requisites for a farm ex- 


tension representative are that fee 
shall have been brought up on a farm 
or have spent the greater part of his 
life on a farm, that he shall have a_ 
broad fundamental education: that 
he shall be a good organizer, and that 
he shall have a strong, pleasing per- 
sonality. 


Not less than $2500 is necessary for 


the work for first year. This covers 
the salary of the representative, of- 
fice and traveling expense. 


The funds are provided co-opera- 


tively from federal, state and connty 
sources. In a general way plans pre- 
vided for the payment of salary frosa 
federal and state funds leaving the 
necessary traveling expenses to k* 
paid by the county. The amount »f 
local expense varies with the connty 
from $600 to $1500. Two years ago a 
law was passed authorizing connty 
commissioners to contribute not ex- 
ceeding $1500 for this work.

'Black issued a statement to the po- 
lice authorities of the various cities 
Sin the State that owing to the non- 
delivery of license plates by the 
Prison Labor Commission, which has 
the contract for their manufacture, 
vt would be impossible to send out 
7917 plates from this date onward as 
rapidly as the applications were re- 
ceived. 
A statement issued says: The con- 
tract with the Prison Labor Com- 
mission called for the delivery of 
•flie automobile license plates not 
9ater than November I, of 1916. Ow- 
tiHg to the unforseen contingencies 
the Prison Labor Commission was 
unable to deliver according to the 
nternts of the contract and, at the 
-present time, the Huntingdon Re- 
formatory, where the tags are being 
^nade, is limited to 2,500 sets of li- 
cense plates a day. Applications re- 
ceived at the Automobile Division of 
the department far exceed this num- 
l>er daily and the entire reserve sup- 
-phjr previously delivered has been ex- 
hausted.
